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New York Is 
Braced for a 
Transit Strike 


NEW YORK (AP) - The na- 


tion's largest city braced for a 
crippling subway and bus strike 
on this first day of 1966 after 
bitter 
contract 
negotiations 


broke down when the new year 
was but five minutes old. 


"The strike is on," said pep- 


pery Michael J. Quill, president 
of the Transport Worker's Union 
as he stormed out of a meeting 
with city negotiators and newly 
installed Mayor John V. Lind- 
say at 12:05 a.m. 


Lindsay, who look over

chief executive of this city of

midnight, 


prepared to spend a sleepless 
first full day in. his new office 
"running the city, which is a 
struck city." 


He said he wouid be available 


at City Hall "around the clock" 
until the dispute is settled. 


Quill ordered the strike for 5 


a.m. despite a State Supreme 
Court injunction obtained by the 
city four hours before talks col- 
lapsed. 


The union leader, who repeat- 


edly had said he would not obey 
such an injunction, tore up what 
he said might have been a copy 
of the court order.

Disputed by 
the Government 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 


business-government 
dispute 


over prices greeted the New 
Year following Bethlehem Steel 
Corp.'s decision to charge more 
for some of its products. 


President Johnson called for a 


meeting between company offi- 
cials and his own council of eco- 
nomic advisers, but there was 
no immediate word on whether 
one would occur. 


Bethlehem spokesmen weren't 


available, and Gardner Ackley, 
chairman of the council, de- 
clined all comment. 


Earlier, Ackley said on the 


basis of information available, 
the Bethlehem action "must be 
characterized 
as 
inflationarj 


and not in the public interest.' 


Johnson, spending the holi 


days at his Texas ranch, assert 
ed: "This is certainly no timt 
for unwarranted price increases 
which can lead to inflation."

stantially increased mill time 
required to produce them on a 
tonnage basis." 


He added: "Even with the 


base structure revision, the cost 
of equivalent steel framing for 
structures will be less than five 
years ago." 


Bethlehem said 
it had no 


plans to raise other prices.

was reducing prices on jumbo 
sections of steel used in unusu- 
ally large structures.

Phoenix Cut 
in Half by 
Flooded'River; 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - A 


dry desert river that went on a 
bender New Year's Eve subsid- 
ed slowly today after its flood- 
waters had crushed a new inter- 
state freeway and cut a city in 
half. 


The raging Salt River, flooded 


by the emergency release of 
water from brimful reservoirs, 
raced through central' Arizona 
at a rate unseen in this century, 


Nearly 8,000 persons whqse 


homes 
had 
been 
threatened 


were 
herded 
into 
churches, 


school buildings and National 
Guard armories. By .late Friday 
night, all but about 1,700 we're 
back home. 


Major natural gas lines rup- 


tured at two places in the river, 
and pleas went out to homeown- 
ers throughout the Salt River 
Valley to use gas sparingly. 


The estimates of damage be- 


_in at $1.2 million, mostly to 
private property. 


Power to 
a wide area of 


northeast Phoenix was cut off 
for two hours when water hit six 
substations of the Salt River 
Project. 


The shock to the 750,000 peo- 


)le in the Phoenix area, unused 
.0 seeing water in any river, 
was followed by wild curiosity 
as they raced to sec it.

Economists 
Optimistic 
About 1966

AP Business News Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — Econo- 


mists were optimistic about the 
prospects for 1966 as the new 
year arrived. But there were 
some reservations. 


Business zoomed at a record 


pace in 1965, and if all goes well 
the boom will enter its sixth 
year next March. 


Biggest question mark is the 


war in Viet Nam. If it'continues 
at i(s present pace or escalates, 
the demand on business for sup- 
plies will be immense. If peace 
materializes, there will be cut- 
backs in government spending. 


Inflation is another cloud on 


(he economic horizon. The con- 
sensus of economists seems to be 
that the danger isn't too great 
but they point to continually ris- 
ing costs of living and a possible 
labor shortage. 


Two dozen economists sur- 


veyed by the Wall Street Jour- 
nal almost unanimously agree 
that the economy will continue 
to expand in 1966 but at a slight- 
ly lesser rate than in 1965. 


They predict that consumers, 


corporations and local, stale and 
federal governments will spend 
more in 1966. 


But they warn that the threat 


of inflation will worsen and the 
balance-of-payments deficit will 
probably grow. 


The economists forecast that 


the 
Gross 
National 
Product 


(GNP) 
— total of all goods and 


services — will climb to about 
$710 billion, a 6 per cent gain 
over the 1965 GNP. This would 
be just below the 6.5 per cent 
increase for 1964-65. 


They expect consumer nrices. 


on the average, to rise about 2' 
per cent in 1966, compared with 
1.2 per cent in recent years. 


The National Planning Asso- 


ciation was even more optimis- 
tic, nredictin" that the GNP 
would go to $716 billion, up $44 
billion from 1965. 


The 
organization 
suggested 


that the Johnson administra- 
tion's problem will be to find 
and pursue an economic policy 
"equally concerned with sup- 
porting continued growth on the 
one hand and preventing an in- 
flationary price rise on the oth- 
er." 


The Labor Department re- 


ported that living costs, rising 
at the fastest rate in seven 
years, 
climbed another two- 


tenths of one per cent in No- 
vember. 


The consumer price index ad- 


| vanced to 110.6, meaning that- it 


I cost $11.06 t o purchase items 


worth $10 in the 1957-59 base 
period. 


The increase was due to high- 


er prices for all major items —

housing, 
clothing, 


transportation and medical care 
— except

steady. 


The automobile i n d u s t r y

Joe should have made the hand 
by the simple expedient of go- i 
ing to dummy at trick two and 
leading the eight of clubs for a 
first-round finesse. This p l a y , 
would have cost him the con-; 
tract if West held the singleton 
queen but it was still the cor- 
rect play. 


Do you see why? 
Joe's play would have succeed- 


ed against the singleton queen 
in the West hand and the cor- 
rect play would have lost. On 
the other hand, Joe's play fail- 
ed against the singleton five- 
spot in the West hand and would 
also have failed against t h e 
singleton seven, four or deuce 
while the cored play would suc- 
ceed in each of these four situa- • 
lions. 


If dummy had happened t o 


hold a third club and Joe only 
five, the play of the ace on the 
first round would have been cor- 
rect. The reason for this is that 
Joe would still have been able 
to handle four 
trumps to the 


queen in the East hand because 
he would have still had two of 
the trumps in dummy, but with 
the actual six-two holding h e 
couldn't afford to try for that 
singleton queen.

national b;inks had assets of 
over one billion dollars. There 
arc now 65 national banks. The 
1R2 slate banks had assets of 
S%6 million. 


The 
difference 
between 
a 


state and national bank is that 
a national bank gets its charter 
from the U.S. Treasury Depart- 
ment and the Comntroller of the 
Currency in Washington. It is 
regulated and examined only by 
the Comptroller of the 
Cur- 


rency, and must be examined 
three times every two years. A 
state bank, on the other hand, 
receives its charter from the 
state bank commissioner and 
the stale banking board. How- 
ever, it must be investigated by 
the FDIC as the national banks 
must, 
and normally a state 


banking commissioner will not 
issue a charter unless the bank 
is approved by the federal 
department. The FDIC must 
must agree to furnish insurance 
for 
the state bank. Also, a 


national bank is a member of 
the Federal Reserve System,' 
but a state bank doesn't have j 
to be, although a good many 
are. 


The depositor in a state bank 


is protected by both the FDIC 
and the state banking com- 
mission. State banks are ex- 
amined at least once a year by i 
law.
